Already twelve new ships are 
building in Italy under the new law 
inasmuch as a vessel pays for itself 
within three or four trips under exist- 
ing freight rates, it is anticipated that 
foreign firms will take advantage of 
these new conditions. 
The immediate reason for the

law is that Italy has been suffering 
severely during the war because of 
high ocean freight rates on grain, coal, 
and every other product imported. 
However,

increasing her merchant marine for 
the past dozen years and she intends 
to continue that policy after the war.
